tariff o n sho e leather has been reduced. 
On sho es the duty is reduced by the new 
law, and there is no thing in the manufac­ 
ture o f sho es that has been Increased, ex ­ 
cept thread, and that will no t be increased 
in price by the tariff. 
So all that system­ 
atic and unfair free trade sympathy fo r 
the po o r and such statements as this: 
‘The pair o f bo o ts must be patched and 
wo rn as lo ng as they will, so r the added 
price is mo re than the labo rer can give, ’ 
is wasted wo e; fo r The McKinley bill re 
duces the tariff o n so le-leather five per 
cent, while the duty o n upper leather is 
unchanged; by what the Sun calls that 
“ infamo us law.” The Sun clo se» its edi 
to rial with this deplo rable appeal to the 
igno rant: 
‘‘Let no man imagine that he is to es 
cape this tax 
It will find him whether 
he Jives in a palace o r in a ho vel, in a 
great city o r o n the lo nely plains. 
The 
co st o f living is to be enhanced to a pc 
that must cause intense privatio u and suf­ 
fering” 
Is it no t strange that a newspaper ho p 
ing fo r a character fo r fairness sho uld 
charge that a law* is “ infamo us,” and will 
distress the co untry, and yet in surning 
up its wo rse features finds no thing mo re 
serio us than that o f an increase impo rt 
duty o n piano s’ 
That is the extent o f the 
o ffending 
acco rding 
to the 
specified 
charges made by the Sun; fo r truly o nly 
that o ne can be substantiated. 
The po o r 
must pay duty o n piano s bro ught o ver the 
seas; therefo re gaunt famine and beggary 
must distress this fair land! 
It wo uld 
seem that o ur neighbo r might find a bet 
ter reaso n fo r such wo e! 
We are amased that the Sun did no t ex­ 
ercise its usual perspicacity and select a 
few 
co mmo dities o f co mmerce 
upo n 
which the duty has actually been increas­ 
ed by that “ infamo us McKinley bill.” 
Fo r instance the tariff o n wines, brandy, 
beer and wisky has been increased’ Here 
the Sun might have actually created a 
sensatio n amo ng its o wn partisans by 
sho wing this in the pro per light 
Re 
mernbering that all its talk no t lo ng since 
abo ut Republicans favo ring Free Whisky 
was entirely lo st, it might have go t even 
right here by sho wing that McKinley and 
campany are really 
f o r high tariffs o n the 
mo st po pular drinks o f the free trader 
Here is a lo st o ppo rtunity. 
This fact is » indisputable: 
Under a pro 
tective tariff this co untry has always pro s 
pered, and the labo ring man, willing to 
wo rk and exercise pro per diligence, has 
generally been raised fro m pinching po v 
erty to independence and o ften to wealth. 
Any man with sufficient reaso ning facul 
ties to co nnect cause and effect, and has 
lived in a free trade co untry o r can re 
member this land in thedays o f l o w tariil 
must co nfess that this is true. 
When free trade has been the po licy o f 
this co untry po verty, sheriff sales, hank 
ruptey and their co nco mitant evils, liavt 
been the co nditio ns. 
Then what reaso n 
can be advanced; what is the argument 
fo r the Sun’s utterances that the co st o f 
living will be “ advanced.”
